068. Officers paving public property requiring inspection 
will ppaeewe signed inventories thereof, in triplicate, on the 
blank forms furnished by the Inspector-General, and will 
forward one of the set, through their immediate command- 
ing o' oe to the commander of the department, or army 
in the field, with a letter of transmittal, requesting that 
orders be issued directing an ins on of the property. 
Public animals wil! be inventoried singly, with a brief de- 
— of color, sex, age, and distinguishing marks. 

. Inspection reports of condemned property will be 
made, in triplicate, on the blank inventory and inspection 
reports furnished for that purpose, each complete in itself 
and showing fully the action of the inspector. If all articles 
inspected are found to bave no money value at or near the 
place, and are destroyed by the order and in the presence of 
the inspector, one of the triplicates will be forwarded, by 
him, through the ropaier military channels, to the Inspector- 
General's Office, Washington, D. C.,and the other two de- 
livered to the responsible officer. In other cases all of the 
set will be forwarded to department headquarters for orders 
as to final disposition of the property.

1464. When an Officer travels, without troops, under orders 
from competent authority, he is entitled under existing law 
to the following allowances : 

Ist. To mileage at the rate of four cents per mile for the 
distance between the points covered by the order. Such 
distance will be computed over the shortest usually trav- 
elled route, 

2d. To reimbursement of the cost of transportation actually 
paid by the officer over the route above specified (exclusive 
of sleeping- and parior-car fares, charges for baggage and 
transters), upon his certificate that he did not obtain trans- 
portation from the Quartermaster’s Department. Officers 
cannot be reimbursed, however, for cost of transportation 
over free roads, or over bond-aided Pacific railroads; but 
transportation, in kind, will be furnished them by the Quar- 
termaster’s Department over such roads.

CAMP HARRISON, l 
COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION GROUNDS, 
CHICAGO, ILL, Oct. 24, 1892. 


To the A. A. G., Department of the Missourt: 

Sir: Pursuant to intimation from the Major-General 
Commanding, I have the honor to report that, in obedience 
to instructions contained in letter trom Headquarters of 
the Army, dated Oct. 6, 1892, [ reported by letter, and, leav- 
ing Fort Sill, Oklahoma, ny morniog, Oct. 14, before 
daylight, reported in person on Monday, 17th. 

1 visited the grounds of the Columbian Exposition on that 
day, while the cavairy and artillery weie disembarking, 
staying until after dark, and informally supervising and 
directing so far as necessary ; Co). Wade being then in com- 
mand. 
On Tuesday 1 received further instructions from the Gen- 
eral, proceeded to the grounds, and issued orders assuming 
command pursuant to Special Orders No. 101, c.s.. your 

ce. I remained constantly on the grounds trum that time 
til Saturday evening, except from 10 o'clock Pp. mM. Wed- 
nesday until daylight Toursday 

I named the camp for the Presijent, and organized the 
forces into tbree brigades, as toilows : 

First, or Infantry Brigade, commanded by Col. E. F. 
Towneend, 12th Iaf., comprising—Ist Regt., commanded by 
Col. R. B. A. Crofton, 15th Iof., consisting of the 15°h Ia-

much admired vy military men and otner spectators.

to the best calculations I could make, would be ia time to 
form the parade to ve the Vice During the 
night, a telegram came from you saying that tne General 
wished to form the lines, and to give orders in bis name. 

When about to start at 8.30 o'clock, I seat. staff officers to 
see if the State troops were ia motion and start them if ne- 


‘essary. 
...c arriving at Washington Park and posting the three 
foot battalions of my own command (che only ones ordered 
to take part in the review,) and the lst Regiment Illinois 
troops, I saw coming On to the one of the regiments 
ordered to rematia in the Ex tion grounds. Soon 
wards, there being a vacaacy in the first line, caused by 
there being no Obio troops beyond those ordered to ¢ 
Midway Plaisance, L ordered a brigade of Iilinois troops 
to take that place, but their commander refused. This 
would not have separated the [Illinois regiments, but placed 
them in two lines, one to follow the other in review. I do 
not koow if Brig.-Gen. Fitz Simmons, Illinois National 
Guard, was then on the grounds ornot. He had not re- 

orted to me. I sent a staff officer to report the above to 

en. Miles on tis arrival; having al y directed Major 
Williston to telegraph concerning the regiment which ue- 
clined to do guard duty ‘n tne grounds. If Gen, Fitz Sim- 
mons intended to present hiscommand as a body, be should 
certainly have formed it outside the wows grounds by 10 
o'clock, and reported it to the Grand Marshal or whomever 
was forming the parade and then complied with instructions. 
He did not ignore me subsequently when he wished to com- 
municate with troops of otber Sta’ but bad me waked up 
af er midnight for that purpose, 


When the General arrived he directed me to put the troops 
in motion at once; which I did at 10.45 o'clock. They passed 
in review, and the head of the columa arrived at the dedi- 
catory building about 12 m., but it was nearly 2 o'clock be- 
fore all the carriages reached there. 

The troops reviewed were then permitted to stack arms and 
go to dinner; but some of the infantry, and a considerabie 

rtion of the cavalry, required to guard the unods, etc., 

ad nothing to eat from before daylight until after dark, 
and but few availed themselves of the seats reserved for 
them for the dedicatory exercises. 

The troops in the review consisted of Battalion 21 U. 8. 
Infantry, Lieut.-Col. J. B. Parke,24 Totantey, communding; 
Battalion trom Fort Leaverworth, Capt. J. M. Saano, 7th 
lutantry, commanding; Battalion U.S. Marines, Major R.

E. F. Townsend, 12th Infantry, the brigade commander, 
tne following National Guards according to my best infor- 
mation:

Intantry, viz.: I'wo of the 15th Ta- 
fantry, Col. Crofton, (battalions commanded by Capt. Hum- 

hreys and Capt. Coarad;) one of the 31 Iofantry, Col. 

ason, and one of the 10ch [nfantry, Major tes, were 
stationed in the Manufactures and Liberal Arts Building. 
(where the dedicatory e ises were to be heid,) to guard 
ube property and regulate the assemblage ; and the General, 
on being informed of the action of the [ilinois ment, 
had sent forward ata gallop a squadron of Uai States 
cavairy to take their places. He bad also directed me to 
keep two troops to clear the parade ground and act as 
markers, of which a part of Troop —, 5th Cavalry, got to- 
gether in time to march with me in the review. 

JT bad also, at the earnest request of the mauagement, de- 
tailed an officer and tweoty cavalrymen to park the car- 
riages on their arrival. 


Thus, two-thirds of the U.S. Iafantry and half of the 
Cavairy as wellas three regiments uf State troops were used 
tor police purposes. Tney had been drilling for weeks in 
anticipation of this parade and felt a just pride in their ap- 
pearance and discipline; but, notwitustanding their disap- 
pointment, they carried out their instructions most effic- 
iently, and lamglad to siate that all showed the utmost 
courtesy and consider ition for the guests of the occasion, 
although frequently required to stop them from entering, 
or to remove .hem from places reserved for others, 

To tuis connection I will state that we guarded the mess 
hail during the three days, and on one occasivn were obliged 
to furnish an officer and.twenty-four men to repel an at- 
tempt to overcrowd it. The only murmucs i heard from 
our troops were concerning some faults in the conven- 
jences at the buildings, which can only be alluded to in this 
re 





rt. 

i 1s a source Of deep regret that there should have been 
anything unsatisfactory in che couduct of the review. It is 
usually supposed that any persoosor Organizations partici- 
pating in such a ceremony wil! follow the instructions and 
wishes of the Grand Marsnal; and it would also be supposed 
that citizens at home and acting as bosts would be willing 
to take the le.s prominent positions and give to taeir guests 
the front places, 

I am sorry that apy citizen of the great State of Lilinois, 
with which my family and myself have been so long and so 
intimately identified, shouia be obaoxious to criticism in 
such a respect, but Brig.-Gen, Fitz Simons makes bimseif so 
by his own statements, 


Toe management may well be criticised for not having 
guards, policemen and others to care for their avenues, 
giounas and buildings; to direct their visitors and park 
their carriages; but they bad not, and appeaied to the mill- 
tary to help them out. Svidiers of the Uaited States and of 
the States of Ohio and lowa performed this duty. Many of 
them were on their feet or on their borses and without any 
refreshments from daylight till dark, while Brig.-Gen, Fits 
Simons prevented the Iilinois regiments, particulaciy those 
trom Chicago, from doing their share, and, bringing them 
on tw the reviewing grouno, refused to allow them to be 
placed and to march as desired by the Grand Marshal; aud 
ali this, after ten thousaad duilars bad been ad vaaced by the 
authorities of the Worid’s Columbian Exposition for their 
expenses, while the troops frum other States paid all of 
theirs

Owing to the large cost of replacing muzzle- 
loaders by breech-loading guns, the change involv- 
ing not only new guns, but extensive structural al- 
terations, the older British ironclads, it is reported, 
will ang allowed to retain their almost obsolete arma- 
men 





LORD ARMSTRONG expects to see smokeless powder 
adopted for all quick firing guns, his experiments at 
Elewick having satistied him that there is no great 
danger in the use, certainly with calibres not ex- 
ceeding 8in. Smokeless explosives have developed 
a higher energy than gunpowder with less pres- 
sure. 





Experiments have been conducted on'the Seagull 
at Portsmouth, to determine the comparative mer- 
its of gunpowderand cordite for repelling torpe- 
does from ships. The superiority claimed for the 
— explosive is greater energy, and less foul- 

ng. 


Belgium bas found ber new Manser almost useless, 
several guns having burst and many persons having 
been injured in firing. It was found necessary to 
suspend the shooting vommenced at the camp at 
Beverloo, and the reservists, who had been cal'ed 
up to be instructed in the use of the new arm, have 
been sent back to their homes, while the rifles are 
undergoing investigation. 





The Russian Governmen t has entrusted the Bel- 
gian small-arm factory at Herstal with the conver- 
rion of 500,000 Berdan rifles into magazine rifles. 
Under the terms of the contract the whole of the 
weapons are to be altered before the expiration of 
two years at a cost of 15,000,000 francs. 





A German has evolved the idea of asmall port- 
able round steel tower, made to carry a single zun, 
which can be easily operated by two men. It is 
transported in alow carriage, drawn by three 
horses abreast, and when it is unloaded it is run off 
on a section of portable railroad truck. The weight 
of the whole apparatus, truck snd all, is only about 
144 tons. 

Seven German soldiers were drowned in a swim- 
ming attack delivered under firein crossing the 
river Neisse. Each of the 200 men carried a rifle 
with bayonet on his back and advanced in three 
lines, 15 metres apart, and it was owing to the inter- 
vals not being kept that the accident occurred. The 
assault. was given, and the traditional ‘‘bhurrah’’ was 
heard, but the ranks of swimmers had been closed 
up, partly owing to the current, and something like 
a panic ocourred. The mer were not followed by 
boats, and in the end seven were drowned, but “‘the 
swimming attack itself was avery interesting and 
instructive exercise.” 





Emmensite appears to have filled all the cendi- 
tions desired for a safe and powerful explosive. Ex- 
periments conducted by the Army Fortification 
Board and the Naval Urdnance Bureau have satis- 
fied the experts that it can be tried with perfect 
safety from powder guns, and it is understood that 
emmeasite will be adopted as the standard bigh ex- 
plosives for both services. A satisfactory fulmin- 
ating fuse for detonating shells loaded with emmen- 
site has been obtained after extensive experiments 
at the torpedo station. These experiments resulted 
in the production of a fuse mixture, which, while 
insensitive to shock ard percussion, has, while 
simply ignited, exploded emmensite with a high 
degree ot certainty and effect approaching detona 
tion. With all-inch mortar connected from a 1l- 
inch smooth bore gun the Naval Ordnance Bureau 
has conducted a number of successful teste of em 
mensite during the p1st year. Shells containing 100 
pounds of emmensite have been'propelied bya 
charge of powder with sufficieat air space in the 
chamber to gives maximum pressure of about 8 
tons and muzzle velocity of 1,000 f. s. 





No. XXVIII of the papers in Engineering on 
**Modern United States Artillery,"’ is deveted to 
the Drigge-Schroeder Rapid Firing gun, of which 
it saves: “Some four years ago, anticipating the 
great advantaces of the rapid-firing system of gune, 
Lieuts. W. H. Driggs and Seaton Schroeder, by 
careful study and experiment, developed a quick- 
firing gun, whicb, while still comparatively new, 
may bo said to rival and in some points to excel the 
older systems. Many defects were naturally dis- 
covered in the first gun built, a 3-pounder, but the 
merits of the system were plainly seen, and im- 
provements have continually been made until the 
present system has been reached. The official tests 
of the guns were so flattering that the United States 
Gevernment has given an order fora number of 
thie type.”” The gun is described at length in an ar- 
ticle of three pages, one half of which is devoted to 
illustrations, 17 in all. No. XXVIII was devoted to 
the Gatling and Ho‘cbhkies guns. These guns are so 
well known tbat lesa space is given to a description 
of them. mp prep says: ‘The United States 
has no body of its artillery armed with a machine 
gun. A large number are, however, kept on hand 
for use in case of emergency, and to all the artil- 
lery stations, and also to a large number of stations 
where troops of other branches of the service are 
posted, wachine guns have been issued and are 
there kept in reserve and the troops instructed in 
their use. The machine gun adopted by the United 
States Service is the Gatling gun. Its use is not con- 
fined to the Army, for it is probably used more ex- 
tensively in the Navy. Tbe gun appeared in 1865, 
and since thut time no change of importance 
has been made in the principles on which it is con- 
structed, though great improvements have been 
made in the feed. One battery of the United States 
light artillery is equipped with Hotchkiss revolying 
cannop. These, with the Gatling guns, torm the

M. Normand, of Havre, has undertaken for the 
French Government a 144-ft torpedo boat, the 
Chevalier, with which he querentere a speed of 25 
knots and hopes to attain hetween 26 and 27 knots. 
The displacement will be 123 tons, or about 4 tons 
more than that of the Dragon, which, though only 
guaranteed to do 20.5 knota, did 25 knots the other 
day at her trials. 


The experiments with the new Mannlicher mile 
by Government experts have, says a Vienna des- 
patch, proved that the weapon is in every way satis- 
factory. The new rifle fires 120 rounds a minute, 
and is sighted at 2,700 yards. It is of smaller bore 
than previous Manniichers. The bullets have in- 
creased in velocity, the weight of the cartridge is 
lessened, and the recoil is reduced to the minimum. 
Shots can be fired in rapid succession or at any de- 
sired interval. The experts pronounce the me- 
chanism of the new weapon to be sound and sim- 
ple. Though it pours out a hailstorm of bullets, it 
does not become too hot to handle. 





Encouraged by his success in attaining a velocity 
of 3,280 ft. with his 2.24 in. gun. M. Cant construct- 
ed a special gun of 10cm. (3.93 in)., 80jcalibres in 
length (26 ft. 2 in.), which has recently been put to 
trial at Le Hoc. The projectile weighed 13 kg. 
(28 66 Ibs.). With the old brown prismatic powder 
(a charge of 22,1 Ibs.) the bigh velocity of 826 metres

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GALA WEEK AT CHARLESTON, 8. U. 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 7. 


THe “gala week ”’ festivities at Charleston, S. C., 
has just ended, an’? has made ® most favor’ ble im- 
pression on the officers of the Veswvius and Dolphin. 
Tbe celebration was on the anniversary of the 
cessation of earthquake shocks, when the city was 
restored to its equanimity, and business resumed. 
On that day there was thanksgiving, and on its 
anniversary there is a rejoicing. 

Instead of the war vessels taking part in the fete, 
landing and marching the crew, etc., (as is usual) the 
* gala week committee’’ announced that the officers 
were their guests, and immediately set about making 
it pleasant for them. In his speech of welcome, the 
Mayor extended the heartiest and most eloquent 
greeting to the officers; it was done in a manner and 
style which has ever distinguished the true gentle- 
men of the South, and which has the effect of mak- 
ing the guest feel at home and at his ease. 

In the tract of land owned by a company, where 
the *‘ phosphate beds” are worked, there is a dense- 
ly wooded valley, in which deer abounds; it is not 
much hubted, and the deer has accumulated here. 
Into this valley the officers were carried for a hunt, 
the native gentlemen going on horseback into the 
‘drive,’ while the officers were stationed on stands, 
by which the deer were driven.

The Charleston Club and the Carolina Yacht Club 
gave a reception and a ball, at which the élite were 
present, the officers being the bonored guests.

Among the notable places in Charleston is St. 
Michael’s (K.npise>pal) Church, T'n‘s fineold buildin 
was erected ia 1752 at a cost of £17,000. The build- 
ing is 130xd0 feet, having an enormous steeple, 186 
feet from tbe ground. A chimeof bells was added 
in 1762 Tbe communion services, the altar, bible, 
ete., were all especial eifts and were always held 
very dearly by the members. During the war the 
chime of bells and the plate were sent to Columbia 
for safekeeping, as the shell from the fiset burst 
around the church so frequently that it was aban- 
doned as a place of worship. The bells were badly 
damaged in a fire in Columbia and the plate disap- 
peared about the time Sherman’s Army burned the 
town. The bells were sent to London, where the 
same metal was used to recast them ia the original 
foundry of Lester and Pack, and, after a time, Con- 
gress refunded the duties paid on them when they 
were returned tothe U.S. Oae piece of the plate 
was returned in 1867 by the Hon, A. W. Bradford, 
— discovered it ia a New York pawnbroker’s 
shop. 

The old high-backed pews in St. Michael’s have 
served for more than acentury and are still in a 
good state of preservation. 

The steeple of the church, being very prominent, 
afforded atarget for the U.S. battery on Morris 
Island during the late Civil War, when some damage 
was done in consequence. 

The church was reopened for service in 1865 by 
U. 8. officers, who obtained the permission; the 
public availed themselves of the opportunity and 
the church was filled. 

The wal's were badly shattered by the earthquake 
Aug. 31, 1886, so that $20,000 was required to repsir 
it. la the church yard are—as is usual im old church 
yards—some quaint epitaphs, one of whieh reads:

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A BEAUTIFUL piece of draughtsman’s work has 
lately been completed in tbe Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering, Navy Department, being the certificate 
of membership in the Eaogineering Congress to be 
held in Chicago next year in connection with the 
Great Exhibition. 

TuHaT old naval veteran, the Michigan, will re- 
main at Buffalo most of the winter itis expected, 
while the new boilers, now under construction, are 
being secured on board. Chief Engr. J. L. D. Borth- 
wick, U.S. N., will superintend this work during 
the next few months. 


A sTEAM launch made of aluminium in a!1 its parts, 
including enrine and screw, has just been finished 
by Messrs. Escher, Wyss and Co., of Zurich. It 
measures 6 metres inlength and 1 metre 50 centime- 
tres ip width, and is the first vesse) constructed of 
this metal, its weight being about 25 per cent. less 
than if itoad been built of the ligntest of any of 
the other possible materials. 


G.O, 408, Oct. 14, 1892, Navy Department, publishes 
the rules and memorandum designed to meet the re- 
qvirements of the act of Congress approved July 28, 
1892, entitled “* An act to provide for the examina- 
tion of certain officers of the Marine Corps, and to 
regulate promotien therein.” (Published in the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, Oct. 22, 1892, page 139.) 


THE first lightship whose lights are to be operated 
by electricity has been built at the Bay City [ron 
Works Michigan, and transported to the Atlantic. 
She will be known as the Cornfield Point Light ves- 
sel and will take her place about Dec. 15 in Long 
Island Sound, about half a mile from the position of 
the present light vessel off Cornfield Point. The 
new vessel will show simultaneously, from four lens 
lanterus encircling the main masthead, a fixed 
white electric igbt during periods of twelve seconds, 
separated by eclipses of three seconds duration. 
Should the electric light machinery become entirely 
inoperative, oil lights will be placed in one set of 
ense lanterns, and the characteristic of the light 
will be fixed white. Asa preventive of any such 
occurrence, the ship will huve duplicated dynamos. 

AN attempt to pump out the dry dock at the 
League Island Navy-yard on Nov. 14 at high tide re- 
sulted in the destruction of about half the discharge 
culvert. Attbat time the tidein the river com- 
pletely covered the mouth of the main, filling it to 
the cut-off at the engine house. With the first few 
revolutions of the engines an extra mass of water 
was forced intothe already full calvert or main. 
Unable to withstand the force of the opposing bod- 
ies of water the top of the sewer gave way. As 
quickly as possible the engines were stopped, but 
the wreck was then so complete that haif the cul- 
vert paust be rebuilt

Portugal will send over the 
Vasco da Gama. Greece, it is declared, will en- 
deaver to send one ship,and Holland two ships. 
Sweden and Norway will each senda ship. Den- 
mark will not be represented. Turkey will not be 
represented. Brazil will send at least two sbips and 
Chili possibly three. From Chili the Esmeralda is 
expected. Japan will send a couple of ships. [tis 
doubtful if Chima will be represented. The com- 
bined naval fleets, after rendezvousing at Hampton 
Roads, will proceed in company to New York Har- 
bor. The present indications are that next year’s 
naval review will exceed anyvhing of its kind seen 
anywhere within the past twenty years.

WAR DEPARTMENT ITEMS. 


SECRETARY ELxrns, since his return to Washing. 
ton on Monday last, has been engaged on his an. 
nual report to the exclusion of all other business, 
The eelection of a new snperintendeut of the rec. 
Tuiting service, the assignment of Gen. Oarr to 
command, and theseveral staff appointments conse. 
quently still hang fire. It is again rumored that 
Gen. Oarr will be assigned to the command of the 
Department of Arizona, with headquarters trans- 
ferred from Los Angeles to Santa Fe, and Gen, 
McOook placed in command of the Department of 
Oolumbia. Gen. Carr is at present in St. Lonis, 

The appointment and assignment to regiments of 
the nine successful non-commissioned officers may 
be expected during the coming week. There has 
been a disposition in some quarters to question the 
legality of these appointments on the ground that 
the new law opening sevond lieutenancies to all 
enlisted men repealed the former law relating ex- 
clusively to non-commissioned officers. This is 
true, but as the new law cannot be put into effect 
until the President prescribes the system of exan- 
inations therein called for, it is difficult to see why 
the men who were examined under the old law 
should be barred out after having complied with 
all the requirements. The regulations under ‘the 
new law are still pending. 

Major General Schofield has issued some im- 
portant instructions to General Miles this week re- 
garding the organization of the Fort Riley cavalry 
and artillery school. He has directed that one 
troop of the 3d cavalry, to be selected by the regi- 
mental commander, be ordered to Fort Riley in 
order to complete two squadrons of four troops at 
each of these posts. Gen. Miles is further advised 
that next year three troops of the 7th cavalry will 
be ordered from Fort Riley to Texas, to be replaced 
by three troops of the 3d cavalry; the following 
year the remaining squadron of the 7th cavalry at 
Fort Riley will be replaced by a squadron (four 
troops) of some other regiment—the 5th or 2d regi- 
ment. When the additional quarters shall have 
been completed at the post still another squadron 
(four troops) will be sent there from another regi- 
ment, and so on. 

The organization of the school will not continue 
to be regimental, but will be composed of three 
squadrons (each four troops) from different regi- 
ments—one to be relieved each year; the whole to 
be commanded by a colonel of cavalry, assisted by 
one lieutenant colonel, three majors and one lieu- 
tenant as secretary of the school. Each troop to 
have as nearly as possible its full complement of 
officers. General Forsyth having requested that a 
lieutenant colonel be ordered as director of the sub 
school of cavalry he has been authorized to nomi- 
nate an officer for the position. The school year 
will begin January 10th and end December 20ih. 
Nine months of the year will be assigned to separate 
instruction, and the remaining three months to 
problems for the two arms, and combined mar cu 

vres dependent thereon. Officers are not to be 
subject to detached duty except by order from the 
War Department. A suitable officer will besent to 
Fort Riley to make an accurate topographical map 
of the reservation. The above instructions were 
sent to Gen. Miles on the 17th inst. 








Commopore I. S. SkerReTt will shortly be de. 
tached from the command of the Washington Navy 
Yard and ordered to command the Pacific squadron 
as the relief of Acting Rear Brown who desires to 
relinquish command early in December. The 
change will probably take effect about December 
15th. It is not settled who will succeed Commo- 
dore Skerrett in command of the Washington Yard. 
There is reason to believe that the Sccre- 
tary has changed his mind as to the 
consolidation of the Inspectorship of Ordnance. 








AN officer of the Army, ‘in a recent article 
says: “The never-ending ‘fours right’ and ‘fours 
left’ has been the bane of the enlisted man's exis- 
tence.

LrevTenanTt C. L. Courts, llth U. 8. Infantry,

A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Times, who, 
three years ago made some personal observations of 
the German country people, bas recently been over 
the same ground and writes: ‘ There is a great dif- 
ference to be noted between then and now. The 
continual strain of military preparations and the 
ever-increasing military burdens have pretty well 
broken their nerve. They see no way out of their 
ruinous cul de sac save, indeed, by the horrors of an 
actual conflict, and years of weary waiting have 
taken away their stomach for this. Hardly in 
Russia even did 1 get an impression of a people so 
profoundly unhappy !”’ 








Co.Lonet R.P. Hueuess, Inspector General, U.S.A., 
questioning in his annual report whether the 
present system of instruction in military signaling 
what it ought to be, expresses the opinion that it is 
not prudent to depend upon visual signaling such 
an atmosphere as we have along the Atlantic Coast 
where fogs are frequent, and says: “ [f the Signal 
Corps bas any raison d'etre it is because it will be 
useful in case of war—to make it so there should be 
instruction in what is likely to happen then. To se- 
cure such instruction a few small field telegraph 
trains, with all that pertains thereto, should be or- 
ganized and operated during peace. The simple 
fact that some men in a post can waggle a stick, or 
read the signs when thus given, does not mean pro- 
ficiency by any means. If proficiency is desired, 
the system of instruction must be improved.” 








Coronet H. C. Corsry, Assistant Adjutant} Gen- 
eral, U. 8. A., in his recent annual report to his im- 
mediate commander, General McCook, calls atten- 
tion to’an apparent restlessness among’the rank 


and file of the Army and says: 

It would seem that the orders looking to the release of 
men before completion of service under the terms of their 
contracts have not borne the fruit expected. No company 
commander in the department bas reported any good re- 
sults to the service from the provisions of the existing law.

CONTROVERSIES 1N THE NAVY. 


Ow the 5th of October Admiral Walker united 
with the commanders of the Britisb, French, Ger- 
man and Spanish war vessels in the port of La 
Guayra in this notice to the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment: 

The town of LaGuayra must not be given over to pillage, 
nor must its innocent non-combatants be subjected tu un- 
restrained disorder and violence. Should proper order 
not be preserved we shall take such measures as may be 
necessary to protect foreign lives and property. The fort 
must not fire onthe town. Should this be done the men- 
pc will open fire upon the fort, in order to protect the 

The fort did not fireon the town. When later on 
the weather compelled the men-of-war to put to 
ses, patrols of searven and marines were landed 
from all except the British ship to protect the lives 
and property of foreigners. Tbe guard sent by 
Admiral Walker consisted of Marines under Capt. 
Kdward P. Meeker, an officer of the Marine Corps 
who has been in the service since 1859. He reported 
to the American consul, who assured him that there 
was no disturbance in prospect, and that his ser- 
vices were not really needed. As there was a wall 
surrounding the Consulate, Capt. Meeker did not 
think it necessary to station a guard around it, and 
gathered his men in a front room where they were 
left in charge of a sergt. of the guard, through whose 
connivance they obtained liquor from a colored ser- 
vant of the Consul and were soon quarrelling among 
themselves, compelling Capt. Meeker to relieve the 
sergeant and take personal charge of the guard. 
His action, such as it was, received the entire ap- 
proval of the Consul, who wrote him a strong let 
ter of commendation and of a gentlemen present at 
the consulate, who says: 


I bave talked the matter over with the Consul, and he 
agrees with me in declaring that you left nothing uadone to 
check the scandalous actions of a few men, who seem to 
have forgotten the sacred duty with which they were en- 
trusted. 

As a graduate of the U. 8. Naval Academy, and one who 
has had experience in military matters, I can truly say that, 
in my opinion, you posted your force most advantageously 
to prevent surprise or attack trom any quarter. Tbe mass- 
ing of men on the second floor I consider a wiser military 
precaution than the establishing of a dozen sentinels, the 
ony possible point of attack being Md the front of the 
building—fully commanded by the baicony op the same 
floor. uring the presence of yourself and the men under 

our command, I had no fear that either the Consulate or 
te inmates were in any danger whatever. Tdat the men 
succeeded in obtaining liquor was no fault of yours, and 
after this discovery I can vouch that you took evero pre- 
caution to preventa repetition. I bave witnessed many 
similar scenes on board war vessels, and witb the means of 
discipline at your command,I fail to see bow avy officer 
could bave done more than you did, 


Unfortunately, Captain Meeker’s conduct did not 
meet with the approval of Admiral Walker, and on 
the 8th of October, while at general muster on the 
quarter deck of the Chicago, he was astonished at 
hearing the following letter read : 

Norta ATLANTIC STATION, 


FLAGSHIP CHICAGO, 
LA GUAYRA, VENEZUELA, Octuber 8, 1892. 
Captain J. F. McGlensey, U. 8S. N., Commanding U. 8S. S. Chi- 
cago: 

Sir: The detachment of marines sent on shore last even- 
ing, under command of Captain Meeker of the Marine 
Corps, for the purpose of protecting the United States Con- 
sulate, having broken in and stolen property which it was 
their duty to guard, having cbtained and drank liquor until 
intoxicated, Saving quarrelled and fought among them- 
selves, and having deserted their post of duty for the pur- 
pose of obtaining more liquor, proving themselvesas a body 
upreliable and worse than worthless, you will detail a de- 
tachment of bluejackets, under the command of a line offi- 
cer of the Navy, for service on board the mail steamer 
Philadelphia to-morrow, and wil! bereafter never send a de- 
tacbment of marines out of the ship on duty without special 
orders from me. 

Very respectfully. 
J.G. WALKER, Rear Admiral, U. 8. N., 
Commmanding U. 8. Naval Force, N. A. Station. 

The question as to whether the public reading of 
this letter constituted a reprimand was a question 
of fact and not one of law, and this was determined 
by the court-martial of nine members. Adwmirrl 
Walker reversed its findings, and directed it to pro- 
o3ed to trial with the result recorded. 

It is dontended by Captain Meeker that the com- 
mepts of Admiral Walker upon the final findings of 
the Court constitute a second reprimand, and fur- 
nish ground for a second pleain bar. As to setting 
aside its action of tbe court with reference to the plea 
in bar we understand that the power of a command- 
ing officer is limited to returning the proceedings 
with his comments. The Court-martial were not 
bound to accept his view of the case, and if they 
were satisfied that they were right in the tirst in- 
stance in accepting the defendants plea they should 
have adhered to their position. However, this may 


be, the case is an interesting one as involving a dis- 
cussion of Court-martial law, aside from its effect 
upon the fortunes of Captain Meeker whose record 
of service thus far is, we understand, without blem®! 
isb. He differed in this instance with his superior 
on the question of what duty required of him, and 
dust now the Admiral has the advantage in the ar- 





gument. What will be the ultimate result remains 


to be seen. 


Another interesting naval discussion is involved 
in the case of Asst.-Engr. G. W. Danforth, U. 8. N., 
whose trial before a Court- martial in Brooklyn for 
disobedience of orders has just been concluded. 
Tbe controversy as to the respective relations of 
staff and lines comes into this case, as was shown by 
@ request from the accused that each member of 
the Court respond to the following interrogations : 


1. Have you diecussed this case ? 

2. Have you any line and staff feeling or have you beard 
this case referred to as a line and staff case ? 

you consider an officer of an engineer corps bound 

to ob y the orders of the chief engineer ? 

4. Do you consider the officer of the deck authorized to 
order un engineer officer on duty in his department on deck 
until properly relieved ? 


The Judge Advocate not unnaturally described 
these questions as extraordinary. Indeed, they were 
calculated to give the members of the court a fit of 
apoplexy from suppressed excitement. The idea of 
compelling Navy officers to subject themselves to a 
chemical analysis to ascertain whether they have 
apy line or staff feeling! We fear that in even the 
most impartial of them would be found at least “a 
trace.”’ 

“Tbis paper will be entered on the records of the 
court,” said the Judge Advocate,” “but the Court 
declines to permit its members to be exemined by 
the accused;”’ and addressing Mr. Danforth heasked: 
‘Have you any objections to the court ?” 

Mr. Slayton, as counsel for Mr. Danforth, replied 
that he had no objections to the individuals of the 
court, but that he hadto the array. and he was in- 
formed that he could not challenge the array, but 
only individual members. Then he professed him- 
self satisfied with the make up of the court. 

Mr. Danforth’s immediate superiors of the Eogi- 
neer Corps testified that he had been told to person- 
ally test the pipes which they would not have al- 
lowed had not he or some other officer been pre- 
sent. 

By the Court: “Is there any order in force on board the 
Philadelphia giving tothe engineer in charge authority to 
send for hig relief to take his place in case he wishes to 
leave the engine room during the hours of duty?” 


“I do not remember any such order,” said the Chief En- 
gineer. ** We are governed by customs in such matters?” 


Mr. Danforth testified that he did not know who 

was officer of the deck, and was not influenced by 
ill will toward him, or other improper motive, When 
he received his message requiring him to come on 
deck, he sent word that he was on duty, and, being 
on duty was not at liberty to go on deck unless sent 
for by the captain'or executive officer. In his belief it 
was not for the officer of the deck totake upon 
himself the risk of his (Danforth’s) station. The 
verbal orders of the Chief Engineer were that he 
should attend strictly to his work, and he meant to 
notify the officer of the deck that as he was actually 
engaged on work below, and he had received the 
Chief Engineer's orders to give his personal super- 
vision to it, and he could not,come. He believed that 
he would have been responsible for any accident 
happening below in the engine room if he had left 
his work, being under orders or instructions to con- 
duct it personally, and did not believe that the or- 
ders of the officer of the deck would relieve bim 
from this responsibility. If he had believed that 
the officer of the deck had lawful authority for the 
order, he would have gone on deck. 
- Asa naval cadet he had served as officer of the 
deck and did not believe that in that capacity he 
bad authority to give such an orderas the onein 
question. He did not think that any accident would 
have happened had he stopped work, but it would 
necessitate gcing down to the fire room to shut off 
the lower valve and countermanding all orders. He 
promptly obeyad all the orders of the officer of the 
deck regarding the movements of the ship or the 
engines, but did not believe that he had complete 
general authority. Had he been a line officer on 
temporary duty in the engine room he would have 
followed the course he did. 

After retiring for consultation, the Court asked 
these questions : 


Are you informed of the nature of the regulations de- 
scribing the duties of the engineer of the watch as laid down 
in the United States Navy Kegulations? 

“Tam,” said Mr. Danforth, 

“At the time you were ordered to go on deck were you 
aware that the officer of the deck represented the com- 
manding officer?” 

* Yes, sir, I was.” 

* Do you believe that when rules and sepuietions are not 
— y clear to an officer, he should follow long estab- 

ished customs or use his own judgment? ” 

“I think,” said Mr. Danforth, slowly, “that it rests en- 
tireiy with the judgment of the officer, and when in doubt 
as to any order I think he should obey it and make com- 
piaint afterward.” 


The defence produced the ship's order book, and 
& general rule was put into evidence which pro- 
vided that one assistant engineer should be on duty 
below all the time, and that a proper watch should 
always be kept. In cross examination of the J. A., 
he stated that he did not consider that this order 
required the engineer of the watch to send for his 
relief before quitting the engine room or its imme- 
diate vicinity. 

In most cases he should notify the officer of the 
desk if he was about to do a very important piece 





ef work. He did not do this. 


The test involved the taking down and putting 
back of many steam pipes, and the work extended 
over a number of days. The commanding officer 
probably knew from the chief engineer that the 
work was going on. 





It is understood to be the present intention of 
Comdr. Folger to resign his position as Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, with its relative rank of com- 
modore; and it is reported that he bas been offered 
a large salary by the Harvey people to act as their 
agent.

BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 


Commopore N. H. FARQUHAR, Chief of the Naval 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, in his annual report, 
just made public, maxes an urgent appeal for a dry 
dock on the New England coast, preferably at 
Portsmoutb, N. H., and also one on the Gulf coast; 
electric light plants for League Island and Boston 
are recommended; also that the Naval Prison be re- 
moyed from the Boston yard, and that one be built 
on Seaveys Island, Portsmouth Navy-yard. 

Attention is again called to the racessity for an 
increase in the number of @ivil Eogineers, and 
Congress asked for legislation to increase the corps 
to twelve civil engineers and eight assistant civil en- 
gineers—the assistants to be selected from graduates 
of the Naval Academy showing an aptitude for 
civil engineering, and given a course in some civil 
engineering school. Vacancies in the grade of civil 
engineers to be filled by promotion from the grade 
of assistants after examinution.

RETIREMENT AFTER {LONG SERVICE, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THE proposed “ Act to fix the rank of officers of 
the Army of the United States retiring after long 
and faithful service” is in a great degree self-ex- 
planatory, but there are certain commendatory 
teatures to which attention is especially invited : 

1. It will give deserved recognition of war service 
to a class of officers who are rapidly disappearing 
from the rolls of the Army. 

2. Lt will enable some officers to retire from ser- 
vice with a rank equal to that which they held in 
w 








ar. 
3. While this bill will effect a comparatively small 
number of * war officers"’in the higher grades, it 
will hkewise benefit a larger number of officers, 
some of whom are still in the grade of lst lieutenant, 
and mapy in the grade of captain, after a service of 
30 years or more. It is also true that many of these 
officers beld bigher grades in war than this ad- 
vanced retiring grade will give them. 

4th. lt will stimulate promotion to higher grades 
betore officers shal!) bave become too old for active 
tield service. 

he Army Register shows that this bill applies, in 
the maj rity of cases, to officers who have come into 
the Regular Army from the volunteer service since 
the war. Under existing laws, officers who entered 
the Service since the war will, in due course, attain 
the grade of major, lieutenant-colonel and colonel, 
and some, by selection, that of general officer, be- 
fore they reach retirement age. I[t therefore seems 
just to reward war service with at least one ad- 
vanced grade upon retirement under the conditions 
named in the bill. 1c is not deemed necessarv to go 
into statistics upon a me-*sure 80 manifestly just to 
this dessrving class of officers wh se recor is a parc 
of the nation’s history since 1861; but it is hoped 
that every officer interested will give this matter 
such consideration and representation as he may 
deem proper to attain the end sought.

NEW PUF.ICATIONS. 


“ Alaskana,"’ the lezends of Alaskse, by Prof.

The author in- 
vestigated many things and not all of them volun- 
tarily, ¢. g., some prisons, 

Of tbe nine members of the Military Commission 
that tried the assassins of President Lincoln ia May, 
1865, six still survive, viz: Gen. Lewis Wallace, 
Gen. R. 8S.

Albion P. Howe, U.S. A.; Gen, T. M. Harris; Col. C. 
H. Tompkins, U.S.A., and Col. David R. Clendenin, 
U.S. A. Two others who were named upon the 
commission and subsequently relieved from that 
duty are still with us—Gen. C. B. Comstock, U.S.A., 
and Gen. Horace Porter. Of the others prominently 
connected with this trial, Col. H. L. Burnett, J. A, 
is still living and has recently presented, in the form 
of a letter read before the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion, hie recollection of the great conspir- 
acy. Another survivor of the trial, T. M. Harri 
late Brigadier General, U. S. V., and Major Genera 
by Brevet, bas gone further than this and presents 
from the press of the American Citizen Co., Boston, 
an octavo volume entitled, “Assassination of Lin- 
coln; a History of the Great Trial of the Conspirators 
by a Military Commission, and a review of the trial 
of John H. Surratt."’ Another generation has come 
upon the stage since the story of the assassination 
of Lincoln, and the trial of his murderers was first 
told through the medium of the daily papers. It is 
time that the recollections of thw tragedy 
should be revived for its benefit, and we 
are fortunate in having a _ narrative from 
one who has once weighed all the evidence in 
the case, and is able to judge of the various criti- 
cisms upon the action of tne Commission in the light 
of thurough knowledge. Gen. Harris bas not trusted 
his memory in his varra'ive, but has wisely fol- 
lowed the official record, briaging to its in terpreta- 
tion, however, the vivid recollection of an actor in 
the circumstances it records. Even the baldest 
statement of events which havea world wide his- 
torical significance cannot fail to be full of dra- 
matic interest, and this volume is one that must 
necessarily attract attention. Its author defends 
the much criticised verdict that sent Mrs. Surratt to 
the scaffold, and holds to the theory that Jefferson 
Davis ani the Confederate authorities at Richmond 
and in Canada were parties to the conspiracy. 

The Century Co., New York, publish a volume of 
200 pages entitled “ Play in Provence,” dainty iv 
typography, illustration and binding, as ail the 
works Issuing from the Century Press are, but g 
ing beyond even their high standard. It is the joint 
work of the American illustrator Joseph Penne! 
and his wife, Elizabeth Robins Pennell, whose record 
with pen and pencil of what they see in their wan- 
derings together, illustrate the saying that there is 
no perfect work in which man and woman do not 
unite. The present volume is principally devoted 
to describing the games and religious festivala of 
the Proyencals.

They are like the 
shadows cast by unseen objects, from which it 1s im- 
possible to learp more than the bare fact of the ex- 
istence of something which weare not yet able to 
clearly defiae. The topics treated of are faith heal- 
ing, astrology, divination and coincidences, dreams, 
night-mares and somnambulism, presentiments, 
visions and apparitions, witchcraft, CObristiun 
Smence and mind cure. The list of subject« is a 
fascinating one for the lovers of marvels. Dr. Buck- 
ley takes an eminently practical view of psycholog- 
ical questions discussed, and has been to abundant 
pains to verify the many curious anecdotes with 
which the buok abounds.

THE CASE OF CAPTAIN MEEKER. 


ome CournT-MARTIAL ORDER No. 1, dated 
October 27, 1992, at sea in latitude 15 deg. 3 min. 
north, and longitude 65 deg. 29 min. west, after re- 
viewing the proceedings of a general court-martial 
before which were tried a sergeant and six privates 
for drunkenness, fighting and other disorderly con- 
duct while on duty on shore in La Guayra, recites 
that before a general court-martial held on board 
the United States steamer Chicago in La Guayra, 
Oct. 17, of which Comdr. A. 8. Crowninshield was 
pramdent. Capt. Edw. P. Meeker, U.S. M. Corps, was 
ried on two charges, “neglect of duty” and “ cul- 
pable inefficiency in the performance of duty.”’ The 
specifications under charge [. set forth that Captain 
Meeker, having m sent on shore in command of a 
detachment of marines to cuard the United States 
Consulate in La Guayra, Venezuela, Oct. 7, 1892, 
when that city was in a state of disorder, neglected 
to establish posts and sentinels to guard against sur- 
prise and attack, and went away from the Consulate 
to a restaurant, leaving the marines in charge of a 
non-commissioned officer, to whom he gave instruc- 
tions of a general charecter only. Also that because 
of Captain Meeker’s neglect to maintain proper dis- 
cipline some of the men of his command obtained 
liquor and got drunk, and that when the Captain 
found they were drunk he neglected to take prempt 
military measures to suppress disorder and enforce

This case is briefly as follows: Captain Meeker was sent on 
shore ia La Guayra during a time of revolutionary disorder 
and turbulence, in command of a detachment of marines 
for the protection of the United States Consulate. He 
should have been eave. alert, vigilant and zealous in the 
peeomante of his duty. He was negligent and inefficient. 
in ueace of such negligence and inefficiency a num- 
ber of tue men of his command procured liquor and be- 
came intoxicated and disorderly, to the great scandal of the 
Marine Corps and the Navy, and to the serious weakening of 
his command for the purpose for which it was landed. 

The guilty enlisted men have been sentenced to severe 
unishments, perhaps no more so than they justly deserve, 
ut certainly the sentences are severe, while the officer in 
command, who in all military organizations is credited with 
success and held responsible for tailure, although pro- 
nounced by the Court guilty of negligence and inefficiency 
in the performance of his duty, is sentenced to a punish- 
ment little more than nominal; evidently inadequate to the 
offence and in startling contrast to the severity of the sen- 
tences meted out to the enlisted men, who should have been 
cared for, looked after, and if necessary protected from 
themselves by their commanding officer.
